residence of M. Cambon. French Ambas- 
sador, to consider the attitude of thtf 
Porte as exemplified In Its note. It is

The meeting also 
discussed how best to clear the churches 
of the refugees, who refused to leave 
them unless they were formally assured 
that they would not be molested. It was 
thought that probably the best means to 
effect this object would be to have- tho 
dragomans of the several embassies as- 
sist In clearing the churches and con- 
duct the refugees to their homes.

The 
prisoner opens the proceedings by awear- 
Ing that he was nowherp near the scene 
of the massacre and thert the torture be- 
gins. The man Is llrst compelled to kneel 
with his bare kncc.s upon a coll of chain 
Hit head Is dragged back and his pigtail 
Is fastened to a rack high .iheive his head. 
A pile Is then thrust across Ills legs and 
two soldiers stand 
on each end of It. 


crushing the poor wretch's knees Into the 
coll of chain. 


Tho Hrltish consul could not stand this 


method of extracting testimony and In- 
sisted that It he stopped. This was done 
as far as the proceeding in the court 
room were conA-rned. but for an hour aft- 
ertvards the shrieks of tointented prison- 
ers could bcfhe.irel coming from an adjac- 
ent room, where the torture was con- 
tinued. 


When the magistrates wanted to hear 


the confession of a tortured man the prls- 
one-r was brought back Into the court 
room. If he hold back his confession 
he was threatened with a resumption of 
his torture. This was usually sufficient 
to cause the prisoner to tell all he knew 
rather than return to the* torture cham- 
ber. 


Besides, the tortures described, the pris- 


oners were- boolon with bamboo stick" 
until their yells wero most horrible to 
hear. One prisoner appeared in the court 
room unable to walk from the beating he 
had received and another was unable to 
kneel because his knees had been broken 
by the chain links and his thighs had 
been lacerated by the strokes of the bam- 
boo rods. In the midst of such misery 
cakes, fruits, tea nnd wine were served 
nnd partaken of by Hie native officials, 
who could not understand why the for- 
e'K'iers present pushed these delicacies 
aside, refusing to touch them.
